At  Northern  Counties'  Track  and  Field  Meet  last  October  a  certain  young  runner  taught 
me  an  important  lesson. 

He  was  not  the  best  athlete  on  the  track  team.     In  fact,    from  the  point  of  view  of  winning 
a  long-distance  race,    he  was  probably  the  coach's  last  choice.     He  was  not  tall  enough  for  this 
kind  of  race  and  besides  that  he  was  not  really  the  athletic  type.     It  was  a  long,    gruelling  race 
and  the  runners  set  a  much  faster  pace  than  his  short  legs  could  match.     Before  the  race  was 
half  run  it  was  apparent  that  he  was  not  going  to  win  it  but  our  young  hero  gave  no  indication 
of  slackening.     It  would  have  been  much  easier  to  drop  out  but  this  was  not  his  reason  for 
competing.     With  a  great  deal  of  extra  effort  and  with  a  determined  grin  on  his  face  he 
persevered  and  eventually  forced  himself  across  the  finish  line.     He  had  not  won  the  race; 
far  from  it,   but  the  spectators  cheered  him  loudly;  his  team  mates  slapped  his  back  approvingly 
and  he  was  proud  that  he  had  done  his  best. 

This  lesson  can  be  applied  to  our  everyday  school  program.     No  matter  what  a  student's 
ability  there  is  a  course  tailored  to  suit  him.     It  does  not  matter  whether  it  is  a  two-year, 
four-year  or  a  five-year  course.     Nor  is  it  important  whether  it  is  Arts  and  Science,    Business 
and  Commerce,    Science  Trades  and  Technology  or  Occupational  Trades.    All  of  these  are 
simply  different  leagues  in  the  same  game  of  learning.     The  factor  that  does  count  is  that  each 
student  persevere  and  complete  the  program  that  he  undertakes.     There  are  bound  to  be  times 
when  it  would  be  easier  to  be  a  "dropout".     Certainly  it  takes  courage  and  determination  and 
self-sacrifice  to  carry  on  but  to  finish  is  worth  the  extra  effort.     We  need  young  people  who 
will  grit  their  teeth  and  use  every  talent  to  complete  the  task  that  confronts  them.
